1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required 
under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-45, drawn to tool assembly components, 
classified in class 73, subclass 152. 01 + . 

II. Claims 46-73, drawn to tool assembly, classified in 
class 702, subclass 1 + . 

III. Claims 74-85, drawn to networked tool assemblies, 
classified in class 340, subclass 853. 1 + . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the 
following reasons: 

2. Inventions II. and I. are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if 
it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by 
itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because other tool 
assembly components could as well be used. The subcombination 
has separate utility such as useable without a plurality of 
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communication lines or networking or different sampling 
schedules. 

3. Inventions III. and I. are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if 
it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by 
itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because other tool 
assembly components could as well be used. The subcombination 
has separate utility such as useable without networking 
capabilities. 

4. Inventions III. and II. are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if 
it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by 
itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because other tool 
assemblies could as well be used. The subcombination has 
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separate utility such as being useable singly and without the 
ability of one tool assembly commanding another tool assebly.
